Regular  inspection  of  Slaughter-houses,  Dairies  and  Cow¬ 
sheds,  Butchers’  Shops  and  Bakehouses,  has  been  made,  and  the 
sanitary  condition  of  all  premises  where  food  is  prepared,  stored 
or  exposed  for  sale,  is  good. 

There  are  2  private  Slaughter-houses,  which  have  been  main¬ 
tained  efficiently. 

Disinfection  with  formalin  is  carried  out  after  all  infectious 
cases,  and  bedding",  clothing,  etc.,  is  disinfected  where  necessary 
in  the  Steam  Disinfector  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

No  facilities  exist  for  disinfestation. 

A  Ministry  Enquiry  was  held  and  sanctioned  obtained  for 
further  borrowings  in  connection  with  the  Works  of  Sewerage  and 
Sewage  Disposal.  The  construction  of  these  is  progressing  satis¬ 
factorily. 

Communication  was  made  with  all  retailers  of  shaving  brushes 
drawing  attention  to  the  possibility  of  Anthrax  infection  from  this 
source. 

A  pamphlet  on  Encephalitis  Lethargica  was  supplied  to  all 
Medical  Practitioners.
